Rennee, Sept. 2. ~ Immediately after 
the opening of the fifth session of the 
fourth week of the second trial by 
court-martial of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, 
charged with treason, the president of 
the court, Col. Jouanst, aroused the in­ 
terest of the audience by remarking: 
**Maitre Labori, the other day, asked 
that information be obtained regarding 
the character of a certain witness. 
I would not have acceded if the witness 
had not expressed a similar desire. In­ 
formation which has now reached me 
will be read.” 
Good Character B stabllshed. 
The clerk of the court accordingly 
read a report regarding M. Dubreuil, the 
Parisian friend of M. De Beaurepaire, 
who testified August 23, to the effect 
that Dreyfus met a German attache at 
the house of a mutual friend named 
Bodson, and where cross examination 
reflected severely On his reputation. 
The report was to the effect that M. 
Dubreuil never was a horse dealer, as 
claimed by M. Labori, and that the 
character of the witness was most re­ 
spectable, he being held in general es* 
teem. 
A groon\ named Germain then 
deposed to seeing Dreyfus at the Ger­ 
man army maneuvers in Alsace. 
Strons T estim ony tor Prisoner. 
The next two 
witnesses, however, 
gave strong testimony in favor of Drey­ 
fus and sadly knocked Germain’s tes- 
timon}' about. 
His employer, a man 
named Kuhlman, got up and declared 
that all Germain had said was untrue, 
and Maj. Infreville followed and de­ 
clared he never knew Dreyfus, so Ger­ 
main’s allusions to him were baseless.; 
O verheard D reyfus. 
/ 
A witness named Villon then told a 
tale of how he overheard a conversa­ 
tion, in a Berlin cafe, betw’een two Ger­ 
man officers, in which a remark was 
made that mobilization plans were ex­ 
pected from Dreyfus. The cafe, how­ 
ever, has since disappeared, and as 
there are no means of verifying Villon’s 
story, it certainly should not have much 
effect on the judges. Two or three wit­ 
nesses, in support of Dreyfus on artil­ 
lery questions, were next heard, and 
Cktmmissary Fischer testified that he 
was charged to investigate the leakage 
of documents at the gunnery school at 
Bourges and found nothing to incrim­ 
inate Dreyfus. 
Aids Dreyfus* Caus«. 
The next witness, Capt. Carvalho, a 
handsome 
young 
artillery 
officer, 
proved an excellent reenforcement for 
Dreyfus. He gave his evidence clearly, 
and boldly and emphatically declared 
that there w’cre no special precautions 
to keep the mechanism of 
the 
‘*120 
short” gun secret. Moreover, he added, 
from April, 1894, the artillery officers 
had a description of the hydro-pn«u- 
matic brake given them. 
“Here,” said Capt. Carvalho, “is an 
actual copy of the manual, which I hand 
over to the court-martial.” 
A Trump Card for D reyfus. 
Gen, Sebert followed. He also proved 
a trump card for Dreyfus, as he de­ 
clared the wording of the bordereau 
revealed professional ignorance. 
He 
also said the man w^ho wrote it was not 
an artillery officer and said such an 
officer as Dreyfus could not make the 
mistakes he referred to. 
Gen Sebert 
entered into lengthy explanations of 
his statements, pertinently pointing 
out that an artillery officer would have 
known the interesting parts of the fir­ 
ing manual and would not have written 
in the bordereau: 
“Take what inter­ 
ests you.” 
Makes Profound Im pression. 
The general again declared that the 
bordereau could n6t have been written 
by an artillery officer or by one who 
had passed through the 
polytechnic 
school. This made a profound impres­ 
sion on the court, which was intensified 
v.'hen Gen. Sebert, who is a venerable 
looking gentleman, concluded, fear­ 
lessly: 
“I am happy to have had the strength 
to carry here mj’ stone towards the edi­ 
fice of reparation which the court is 
building up with so much care and con­ 
fidence, while bolding itself aloof from 
outside passions.” 
Maj. Ducros deposed that he 
com- 
maiuled a field battery that he knew 
Dreyfus and oltered him certain infor­ 
mation. 
But, he pointed out, Dreyfus 
never asked him a question altlioiigh 
he knew he, the witness, possessed most 
interesting information, notably par­ 
ticulars about the hydro-pneumatie 
brake. 
Gen. Mereler InterTlew-s. 
Gen. Mereier here intervened 
and 
said that at the time Maj. Dueros w'as 
speaking of, the Ducros field-piuee had 
been rejected in favor of the Deport 
cannon and, he said, Dreyfus, therefore 
could have no object in procuring par­ 
ticulars of the Ducros gun. More sup­ 
port for Dreyfus was forthcoming in 
the deposition of Maj. Hartmann, of 
the 
artillery. 
His 
evidence 
was 
directed 
entirely 
to 
show 
that 
Dreyfus was not the author of the 
bordereau, and that the artillery in­ 
formation mentioned in it w'as accessi­ 
ble to many officers of all arms in the 
spring of 1894, So far as the depositions 
were concerned, Dreyfus certainly hud 
every reason to be pleased with Fri 
day’s proceedings. 
The court at ll}40 a. m. adjourned for 
the day,

MUST WHIP INSURGENTS 


Gen. Funston Says This Is the Oi 
Solution of the Problem 
In P hilippines. 


Manila, Sept. 2.—Of the troops about 
to return to the United States the Kan­ 
sas men will leave on board the trans­ 
port Tartar, the Washington regiment 
on board the Pennsylvania, and the Ne­ 
vada cavalry on the Ohio. All these de­ 
partures will occur within the 
next 
week. Eight hundred men of the Kan­ 
sas regiment will return and 200 will 
remain at Manila, 150 of them reenlist- 
ing. 
Three officers and 30 men of the 
Kansans were killed and 19 officers and 
men died from disease during the small­ 
pox epidemic, while 122 members of the 
regiment were wounded. 
Gen. Frederick Funston and 
Mrs. 
Funston are with the general’s regi­ 
ment. Gen. Funston in an interview, 
speaking of the future, said: 
“The only solution of the problem will 
be through whipping the insurgents. 1 do 
not think they will surrender. When we 
begin active operations against them on 
a larger scale in the autumn we will scat­ 
ter them into small bands, and I think 
when the soldiers composinfg these bands 
see that they are persistently pursued they 
will throw away or hide their arms and 
return to the pursuits of peace. A year 
hence small bodies of armed men will be 
able to go anywhere in Luzon. The island 
was always Infested with bandits and was 
never safe fop Europeans to travel in. 
Probably after the end of the fighting the 
highwaymen will be more numerous be­ 
cause the members of Aguinaldo’s army, 
who have lived for years with guns in 
their hands, have acquired a taste for bush 
life and would rather continue as high­ 
waymen than return te work.”

Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 2.—A boiler ex­ 
plosion at the Republic Iron Works 
on South Twenty-fourth street, short­ 
ly before daylight, killed five men and 
seriously injured seven others. -Fire 
which broke out following the explo­ 
sion added to the horror. The mill was 
partly wrecked and the entire plant 
was compelled to close down. 
Immediately following the explosion 
the wreckage took fire, and this added 
to the difficulties encountered in rescu­ 
ing the burned and mutilated victims. 
The cause of the explosion ha« not 
yet been determined. The damage to 
the plant was heavy, but the firm could 
not estimate it at this time.

Nilea, Sept 2.—WheB the arsruments 
Id the injunction case of Edward Bram- 
mall vd. the city of Benton Harbor and 
the Barber asphalt company were fin­ 
ished last nififht Jud^e Coolidge an­ 
nounced that be would render his opin­ 
ion in the case sometime next week. 
The judi;e refused to forcast his opin­ 
ion, but it was quite evident from the 
way he listened to the addresses and 
the questions he interposed that the in­ 
junction would be dissolved and the city 
and pavinj? company be left free to (?o 
ahead wlt.h the Improvement of Pipe­ 
stone street. 
Attorney Bridgman made his strong­ 
est point on the illegality of the paving 
assessment and on irhis ppint the attor­ 
ney held the closest attention of the 
court. 
Mr. Bridgman declared that 
amount assessed was more than 25 per 
cent of the valuation of the property 
'*nd that it was unconstitutional. City 
y torney Ellsworth contended In ans- 


wer that the assessment had ^een 
spread over a term of five years, but 
Mr. Bridgman was ready with the re­ 
ply that the council doubtless had in­ 
tended to make the cost fall in five 
annual payments but the Intent had 
not been carried out. To guess at it 
one would say that the iujunction will 
be dissolved and a new paving assess­ 
ment ordered. This will not delay the 
work of paving. 
Attorney John J. Speed, the Detroit 
lawyer employed by the Barber com­ 
pany, made the closing address. He 
reviewed the pavirn: matter step by 
step and pronounced it all perfect with 
the exception of the paving assessment. 
He did not believe that there was any 
serious error in that matter but if there 
was it was not too late to make the cor­ 
rection. 
Thus there is evidently a victory for 
both sides. Benton Harbor will have 
the injunction dissolved and Mr. Bram- 
mall will compel! a new assessment, 
which wiir practically be a copy of the 
one he fought.

The occasion promises quick 
profits, the building is largely for the 
future, and it goes on in spite of unusual 
prices.

“Demand exceeds th e supply o f Bessem­ 
er pig, again raising the price for that 
and A nthracite to 122.50; southern foun­ 
dry to $18.20 at Pittsburgh, w ith heavy 
sales; grey forge to 119 and southern at 
Chicago to 120.65, with local coke at |21. 
Few works can promise delivery before 
December, and most of th e heavy con­ 
tracts placed have been for next y ea r’s 
delivery.

"Recent advances in boots and shoes 
and leather do not prevent large business, 
and hides have slightly risen at Chicago.

The 
enormous exports of corn, 20,802,129 bush­ 
els, against 10,999,483 in the same weeks last 
year, and the western receipts, 19,722,483 
bushels, against 19,620,787 last year, are 
not to be forgotten, and have caused a 
decline of 1 cent in prices."

Bradstreet’s says: "With an exception­ 
ally heavy business already booked for 
the latter portion of the year, the mer­ 
cantile community faces the trade situa­ 
tion with confidence, testified to by very 
generally firm prices and with quotations 
in a number of lines showing further 
marked advances. The most conspicuous 
exception to this Is found in cereals, which 
are weak and declining. Lower prices for 
wheat, corn and oats point to speculative 
liquidation of tired holders, who, with

The woman's club movement has as­ 
sumed such an extent that it has attract­ 
ed the attention of the United State« 
department of labor, wbith has recent­ 
ly issued an elaborate report on the at­ 
titude of women’s clubs toward social 
economics, says the Pittsburgh Chron- 
cle-Teiegraph. Accompanying the ai'- 
tiele are some statistics which indicate 
that there are few settlements of any 
size in our glorious country without a 
woman’s club. The name, location and 
purpose of each of 1,283 women's clubs 
are given in detail, and it appears that 
this by no means exhausts the Ust. An 
examination of the list shows that next 
to the local title of woman’s club Shake­ 
speare’s name Is a favorite one. 
There are a number of titJes which 
are rather enigmatic. 
What, for in­ 
stance, is the meaning of ‘'the Leshche,’* 
the name of a club at Daiton, Ga.? 
Then there is the “Nike” of Chicago, 
the ''Theristrial'* of Marion, la.; the 
“Anarkrisians” of Sioux City, the “Am- 
moncongin" of Cumberland Mills, Me.; 
the “Methebesic** of Rockland, Me.; the 
*'Heptorean" of Somerville, Mass.; the 
“Alsbice" of Grand Rapids, the “Chiro- 
pean” and the “Photerone,” both of 
Brooklyn, and the “Ardirhebrlah” of 
Providence. Such names as “Tekcos- 
now” and “So-go-yu-wat-ha** are per­ 
haps of Indian origin. There is a frank­ 
ness in the title of ‘‘Old Maids’ Social 
club” of Woonsocket, which inspires re­ 
spect. It is, however, doubtful whether 
anything descriptive is meant by the 
title of the ‘‘Nashaw'ay” club of Nashua, 
N. H. There is an Anthony club, but no
